The Red And White 

'TONIGHT the curtain goes up .for the 
first performance of tlie Red and 
White Kevue of 1937. This year, instead 
of tlie usual Wednesday night show, the 
^Producer decided that an extra rehearsal 
■ 'Would be in order. This idea was carried 
out and last night the complete Revue 
■went through its paces. Tonight when the 
show commences the audience will see a 
well rehearsed and carefully pjanned show. 

To many at McGill this annual show 
ÎS just another college event to be taken 
in at the end of the year. It is usually 
considered to be a good entertainment with 
which to wind up a year oC festivity be- 
fore getting down to brass tacks with tlie 
books. There are others who consider the 
Revue the best student activity on the 
Campus — these people start to work 
early in the fall, they work unseen and 
for the most part unhsard. The results of 
their work will be apparent to all who 
go to Sloyse Hall this week-end to see 
their production. 

This year the show is a little shorter 
than usual, but this has in no way de- 
tracted from its merits.

Few people, not in the cast or in the 
Revue itself,- realize that practically all 
the Lnlent in the Revue is found right in 
McGill. The various actors who appear 
before the public are undergraduates or 
graduate students with one or two excep- 
tions, who are recent graduates. The 
great amount of time spent in making 
the .scensry, the costumes and the direc- 
tion of the production, to say nothing of 
the management of the business which 
includes arranging for properties, han- 
dling advertising and program and tickets 
is handled by the students. 

When you support the Revue you are 
supporting one of the oldest college activi- 
tives and one which gives perhaps the 
widest range of experience obtainable in 
any .'•■ingle or^ranization on the Campus. 
'The Revue offers experience in almost 
every branch of the thsatre including the 
writing of ekits, composing music and 
lyrics, plnying in the orchestra, acting, 
singing, dancing — either chorua or solo 

— designing and making costumes and 
.scenery, working on the stage, lighting, 
properties and make-up crews as well as 
the various businsss departments. 

One of the finest things alx)ut the 
Revue is its esprit de corps. There is the 
feeling that the show must go on — this 
feeling has been so instilled in tlie mem- 
bers of former Revues that today there 

a number of people, now out of col- 
lège, who look back upon the Revue as 
one of the highlights of a college career. 
These people rally around when the an- 
nual production takes place with their 
support. In this way there is a continuity 
of ideas in the show and a fine tradition 
has been built up. We may rest assured 
that the show this year lacks nothing of 
its usual vim and attractiveness. 

But no matter how much time and 
«nergy are spent on the production and 
management of the show it will not be a 
success unless it receives the whole-heart- 
ed support of all the men and women at 
the University. In the past tliere has 
been a great response to the announce- 
ment that tickets were on sale. This has 
again been the case this year — lin-i '.; are 
but a few seats left, and owin;,' to tlie 
fact that there is one Jjight jess of Revue 
than usual it would be advisable to secure 
your ticlc(et.s now for toniglit, tomorrow 
or either of the two Saturday sliow.s. 

'J'here is a gj-f;at dsal of satisfaction 
fojr tho.';e in tlie Revue to see the show 
jactually come off — but this satisfac 
tion is greatly increased if there is a re- 
sponsibe audience to witness the result 
of months of preparation. May we urge 
each and every one of you to see the sliow 

— not out of a feeling of loyalty to the 
GpUege or because it is the thing to do- 
but because the show is well worth see- 
ing. If you follow this advice we guar- 
antee that you will not be disappointed.
